FKANCB'8  BXPBRIMBIIT 


An  experiment  in  ioduatr^l  Franca 

is  under  way  which  is  gaining  in 
popularity.  It  involves  the  guarantee 
of  family  .  allowiances  to.  iaduatrial 
workers  and  three-fourths  of  all  such 
workers  are  now  in  receipt  of  such 
allowances.  In  factories,  mines, 
railways  and  the  Government  ser- 
vices the  system  is  general;  it  is 
spreading  rapidly  in  commerce  and 
has  begun  to  aprcad  in  agriculture. 
Wage  earners  in  most  other  countries 
arc  dominated  by  the  device  of  the 
flat  rate.  The  young  Journejrmen  are 
the  equals  of  their  fathers  in  pay 
although  not  in  experience.  When 
thay  iafiMLlgmily  reaponsiWNtiea  their 
scale  of  living  falls  in  proportion. 
There  is  no  encouragement  to  bring 
up  children.    As  one  writer  has  put 

it  "the  present  dispensation  of  aver- 
age or  'flat'  rates  takes  very  little 
account  of  the  full  quiver.  The 
average,  moreover,  is  not  an  ordin- 
ance of  Nature,  but  an  artifice  and  a 
recent  one.  It  sums  up  the  technique 
of  prcMut-dMr  trade  utMUm;  that 
is  all." 

France  is  the  only  couatry  jvhcre 
family  allowances  to  wage  eamars 
are  an  established  and  accepted 
system.  The  JFrench  conception  is 
based  on  regard  for  tke  family  aa  a 
unit,  even  in  indkiatry.*  The  bases  of 
family  allowaneca  are  comprised  ^s 
follows:  "Solicitude  for  the  family, 
good  ideals  of  employerakl|p,  and  tkc 
business  motive  of  increasing  good 
will  ill  work. "  The  family  allowances 
vary  in  the  different  tradea.  In  en- 
gineering there  are  20  francs  a  month 
given  for  one  child;  45  for  two,  75 
for  three,  105  for  four,  IJ5  for  five.

building  trades  are  the  same.  In 
papcr-maldng  tkcy  range  fi^m  15 
ffancs  for  one  child  to  20S  per  month 
for  six  children.  The  Co-operative 
enjoys  25  francs  for  one  child  and 
170  for  six.  The  whole  system  owes 
its  moral  value  and  its  flexibility  to 
its  voluntary  basis.  The  employers 
believe  the  allowances  arc-  a  produc- 
tive factor  and  a  leaven  of  reconcile- 
ment. The  workers  and  the  workers" 
wives  are  satisfied.  Those  who  have 
studied  the  French  system  of  family 
allowances  in  industry  believe  that 
country  haa  solved  the  problem  of 
rescuing  the  wage  earner  from  the 
sacrihce  of  the  cqtxahty  fetish.  It  has 
at  least  broken  fke  tyranny  of  the 
flat  rates,  and  it  has  donc^ao  without 
adopting  Sodaliatic  experimeota.

The 
New  York  World  recalls  that  Henry 
Clay,  who  became  Senator,  for  Ktn 
tucky  when  a  year  under  the  legal 
age  for  membership,  alao  had  rqd  hair 
like  "Red"  Grange. 


The  Toronto  Mail  and  Umpire  says 
"The  British  Columbia  legislators 
who  sported  a  sprig  ot  Douglas  fir  on 
November  \9  in  memory  of  Sir  James 
Douglas  overlooked  the  fact  that  this 
fir  waa  named  after  Douglas,  the  Eng- 
lish naturalist."  The  weariitg  of  the 
sprig,  however,  was  moat  appropri- 
ate, inasmuch  as  there  ia  oo  folbge 
more  essentially  Britiah  Columbian 
than  that  of  the  Douglas  fir.  and  the 
anniversary  commemorated  British 
Cohrakia's  birthday.

"Vet  we  believe  there  is  npt  a  news- 
paper printed  and  circulated  anywhere 
that  does  not  contain  a  considerable 
amount  of  interesting  inatteK  Wc  be- 
lieve the  people  who  exclaim  that 
"there  is  nothing  in  the  newspapers  " 
mean  to  say  there  is  nothing  sensa- 
tional, or  startling,  or  sometkiag  even 
more  to  be  reprobated  or  deprecated, 
in  the  newspapers.  Wc  occasionally 
receive  Jburnals  that  contain  moch 
matter  that  is  deeply  interesting  and 
that  is  written  in  the  very  best  style — 
and  some  of  those  journals,  not  many 
of  them,  are  published  in  the  United 
States.  Only  toSay  we  happened  to 
pick  up  and  glance  at  a  big  news- 
paper which  typographically  waa  very 
unattractive,  and  stuck  away  down  at 
the  bottom  of  a  column  of  that  news- 
paper wc  <liacovei«d  the  following, 
credited  to'  the  pen  of  W.  H.  Davies:

his  voice  in  a  soTig  of  thanksgivinR 
The  last  of  the  tollgates  which  at  one 
time  were  perched  on  the  sides  of  the 
highways  of  the  Province  and  were  an 
eyesore  to  the  sturdy  yeomen,  as  Sir 
John  Macdonald^and  ^h*  Oliver  Mowat 
called  tlftm  in  the  good  old  days  when 
t)olities  was  ,i  f<\r,\  principle  as  well 
as  a  supiciuc  rccieatipii — the  last  of 
the  tollgates  which  disfigured  the 
roads  of  r)ntario  has  been  torn  down, 
ai:d  probably  is  burned  up  by  tliis 
time.   The  kigkwaya  are  free.  The 

farmer  who  goes  forth  to  market  in 
the  nearest  town  has  no  longer  to  put 
his  hand  ia  his  capack>us  pocket  and 
extract  therefrom  from  two  to  live 
cents  for  the  privilege  of  driving  his 

team  ovicr  a  private  road.

Ontario,  although  it  voles  Conser- 
vative and  has  practically  extermina- 
ted the  Progressive  Party,  is  progres- 
sive in  the  strict  and  accurate  sense 
of  the  term.  Ontark>  ka<  decided  tiuit 

this  habit  of  "broadening  the  basis  of 
taxation"  must  cease;  that  it  is  time 
some  consideration  were  given  to  tke 
highly  desirable  prhiciplo  of  "narrow- 
ing the  basis  of  taxation.''  One  vex- 
atiOu#  ami  vicious  ayalem  of  levying 
taxation  has  been  abolishe^l.  Othec 
pernicious  systems  of  extracting 
money  from  the  pockets  of  the  people 
of  Ontario  will  be  swatted  aS  soon  as 
the  farmers  have  fini<rtied  celebrating 
the  abolition  of  the  tollroads  and  the 
tollgatea.

Wc  art  qftite  sure  that  we 
never  heard  of  ahd  never  saw  such 
obsolete  institutions  since  the  day 
when  a  kind  Providence  directed  our 
wandering  footsteps  from  the  Frwvince 
of  Ontario  to  the  Province  of  Hrifish 
Columbia.  Now  it  would  appear  that 
wc  are  going  lo  have  at  leaat  one  toll- 
road  and  one  or  two  tollgates  in 
British  Columbia.  Motor  cars  are 
said  to  be  reaponsiktc  for  the  proposed 
re-establishment  of  this  old  system  of 
"broadening  the  basis  of  taxation. "  If 
the  men  wko  drfee  motor  cars  must 

have  broad  and  smryoth  roads  tO  drive 
their  machines  over,  those  men  must 
be  willing  to  pay  the  price  for  their 
extravagance.  This  may  be  a  sound 
etpoMfion  of  the  elementary  principles 
ot  loKic,  and  we  are  not  prepared  to 
argue  the  point  with  the  roKng  powers 
of  the  Province  We  shall  leave  that 
job  to  the  people  whc  are  interested  in 
motor  cara  and  free  pukHe  highways 

But  when  a  measure  i«  introduced  for 
tkc  purpose  of  establialitng  tollgates 
far  tka  celhciiaw  of  fc«a  from  pedes- 
trians, then  we  shall  have  something 
to  say.  and  we  shall  say  it  as  em- 
phatically as  we  ran.  The  rollectien 
of  tolls  from  peHestriann  may  seem  a 
prepoetereus  "propoailkMi'\  hot  one

It  la  aUU  praotlacd 
among  thoaa  of  tkam  who  atili 
exiat.  eapadally  among  tha  gasaeaa  of 
New  Tork. 

This  featlval  la  not  hald  at  the 
aama  time  of  tha  year  aa  our  Thanks- 
giving Day.  It  usually  eomaa  -about 
tha  and  of  August,  which  la  tha  be- 
ginning of  tha  haivaat  asaaon.  A 
carrier,  with  palntad  face  and  fan- 
taatic  garb,  announces  the  day  ot  tha 
featlval. 

The  entire  tribe  gathers  at  the 
aouncil  housa  on  tha  selaeted  kay  and 
partakas  of  a  kuga  banquet  at  which 
thara  ara  tha    euatomary  spaeches. 

Tha  festival  diahea,  succotaah  and 
cabbac*  and  do*     m«at  are  placed 

upon  th»*  floor  K.ioh  member  of  the 
tribe  cumea  up  and  la  helped  out  of 
the  huga  pota. 

But  tha  important  avant  of  tha  day 
la  tha  com  danea.  which  follows  tha 
faaat  In  tha  evening.  The  tribe 
gathera  again,  havinr  slept  off  the 
effect  of  the  dinner,  and  the 
muaiciana  tune  up  their  horna  and 
abulia  filled  with  shot.  and  their 
druma,  which  ara  made  by  atratohlna 
a  hide  over  a  hoop.  Tha  aldara  of 
tha  trlba  atart  tha  daaoa  with  a  sort 
of  eaka-walk.  Tha  man  and  woman 
of  tha  tribe  form  a  circle  about  them 
and  follow  every  motion  of  the  limba 
and  l)o<ly  of  their  leader. 

Tha  dance  atarta  in  a  /fairly  alow 
rhythm,  but  aa  It  goaa  on,  tha  tlnxe 
baooman  faatar  and  faater  and  tha 

dancing  wilder  and  wilder.  The  ef- 
fect of  the  whole  fhlnn  I.m  rrotennue 
raher  than  prraeeful  or  beautiful.
